PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  31  December  1965. 

The  number  of  livebirths  registered  during  the  year  was  one  hundred 
and  fifty  eight,  representing  an  increase  of  eleven  over  the  figure  for 
the  previous  year.  There  were  two  registered  stillbirths  but  no  deaths  of 
infants  in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  were  registered.  However  three 
infants  were  registered  as  having  died  after  the  end  of  the  first  four  week 
of  life  and  before  reaching  their  first  birthday.  Ho  woman  died  as  a 
result  of  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  one  hundred  and  sixty  one, 
an  increase  of  twenty  one  over  the  figure  for  the  previous  year  Fifty 
people  died  of  heart  diseases,  thirty  two  of  ’stroke’  and  twenty  eight  of 
cancer. 

There  were  no  unusual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  19t>5. 
Four  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  one  person  died  of  the 
disease.

SEWERAGE 


Llechryd  : During  the  year  the  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of 

Llechryd  was  completed.  It  was  some  time  however  before  the  motors 
and  pumps  were  operating.  At  the  time  of  writing  the  scheme  is 
fully  operational  with  approximately  k-Cf/o  of  properties  connected 

Aberporth  - Parcllyn  • Progress  on  this  scheme  has  been  very  dis- 
appointing. Practically  100fi>  of  the  sewers  have  been  laid  but  a 
delay  has  occurred  in  the  installation  of  the  pumps 

Adpa-  - Newcastle  Emlyn  : fairly  good  progress  has  been  maintained 
on  this  scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  house  connections  will  be  made 
before  the  end  of  1966. 

llangranog  : Work  on  this  scheme  commenced  at  the  end  of  1965. 
Progress  has  been  good  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  be  fully 
operational  before  the  end  of  1966. 


Council  Estates  Sewage  Disposal 

Regular  visits  and  maintenance  are  carried  out  on  the  23  Council 
estates.  To  desludge  the  septic  tanks  on  these  estates  a vehicle 
is  hired  from  the  Aberaeron  R D.C.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the 
Council  have  now  on  order  a 1200  gallon  cesspool  emptier  for  this  work. 
Delivery  of  the  vehicle  is  expected  in  December.,  1966. 

Private  Cesspools  and  Septic  Tanks 

During  the  year  of  1965  approximately  53  private  cesspools  and 
septic  tanks  were  emptied  by  the  Council.  This  work  is  carried  out 
by  hiring  a cesspool  emptier  from  the  aberaeron  Rural  District  Council. 
A charge  of  £5.  5s.  Od.  is  made  for  this  service. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


There  is  no  ' rivate  or  public  slaughterhouse  in  the  area. 
Slaughterhouses  that  supply  the  area  are  situated  at  Cardigan  New- 
castle Emlyn  and  Lampeter.  There  are  four  meat  shops  in  the  area  which 
are  visited  regularly.  Meat  vans  which  operate  in  the  area  are  also 
inspected  whenever  opportunity  permits  #

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HOTELS,  CAFES  AND  RESTAURANTS 

There  are  16  recognised  hotels  and  guest  houses  in  the  area  and 
numerous  boarding  houses,  A remarkable  feature  during  the  past  few 
years  is  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  Bed  and  Breakfast  bus- 
inesses in  private  houses,  especially  along  the  coastal  roads. 

Special  attention  is  paid  to  all  hotel  kitchens,  cafes  and  restaurants 
and  other  premises  where  food  is  prepared.  There  are  22  cafes  in  the 
area,  some  of  which  are  open  only  in  the  summer  season. 

CARAVAN  SITES 

The  total  number  of  ^aravan  Site  Licences  issued  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  and  Development  Act,  1960,  is  AO  which 
together  give  accommodation  to  522  caravans.  Trouble  is  caused 
however  by  the  touring  caravaner  who,  disdaining  the  facilities  pro- 
vided in  the  licensed. sites,  prefers  to  spend  a night  or  two  alongside 
the  road,  on  the  verges  or  in  lay-bys,  and  who  leaves  evidence  ®f 
his  passing  in  the  form  of  bottles,  tins,  paper  and  the  contents  of 
soil  containers. 

There  are  also  dozens  of  single  caravans  sited  within  the  curt- 
ilage of  private  dwellings  which  c.l  aim  exemption  from  Licensing  under 
the  Act.  It  is  always  difficult  to  prove  that  these  caravans  are,  in 
reality,  let  for  profit. 


ICE-CREAM  REGULATIONS 


There  are  20  purveyors  of  ice-cream  in  the  area,  and  they 
sell  prepared  ice-cream  direct  from  refrigerators.  Ice-cream  vans 
both  from  outside  and  inside  the  district  patrol  the  area,  especially 
the  coastal  villages  in  t:he  summer  season. 

BAKE-HOUSES 

There  are  six  bakehouses  in  the  area,  all  of  which  are  inspected 
regularly.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  undertakes  the  removal  of  house-hold  refuse  by 
direct  labour.  There  are  two  refuse  vehicles  manned  by  two  men 
each  to  do  this  work.  Of  the  4,000  or  so  properties  in  the  area, 
3,946  received  a refuse  collection.  All  the  larger  villages  rec- 
eived a weekly  collection  while  the  more  remote  areas  had  a fort- 
nightly collection.  In  addition  to  the  regulation  dustbin,  an 
assortment  of  containers  from  cardboard  boxes  to  oil  drums  are  used 
for  storage  of  refuse,  and  these  are  placed  at  the  curbside  by  house- 
holders for  collection  by  the  Council  vehicles. 

During  the  year,  22,670  miles  were  travelled  by  the  lorries 
and  1,467  gallons  auto-diesel  was  used. 
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The  Council  owns  or  leases  three  sites  for  the  disposal  of  refuse. 

These  are  situated  at  Sarnau,  Adpar  and  Ffostrasol.  Since  my  last 
annual  report  the  Council  has  employed  a tip  attendant  and  the  refuse 
is  new  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  Routine  visits  are 
made  for  rat  infestations  and  regular  treatments  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  rodent  operator.

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RESCUE  AND  LI  EE -SAVING  ON  BEACHES 


The  Council  has  set  up  an  arrangement  of  Rescue  Stations  at  each 
of  the  seven  beaches  along  the  coastal  strip,  i.e.  two  at  Gwbert  and 
one  each  at  Mwnt , Aberporth,  Tresaith,  Penbryn  and  Llangranog.  Each 
station  is  supplied  with  line  and  harness  equipment  and  a hand  operated 
alarm  bell.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 

During  the  year  35  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen. 

Four  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies  and  the  remainder  from 
the  public  supply.  Three  private  supplies  and  six  publio  supplies 
were  unsatisfactory. 

The  unsatisfactory  public  supplies  were  from  the  Lland^friog,  Henllan 
and  Aberbanc  area.  These  areas  were  supplied  from  the  Wernddu  source 
and  the  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  on  being  notified  of  these  bad 
sarnies  made  immediate  arrangements  to  disconnect  this  supply  and  link 
up  with  the  Teifi  Pools  supply.  Subsequent  samples  have  been  highly 
satisfactory. 

In  the  case  of  the  private  supplies  the  owners  were  advised  of 
all  remedial  measures  necessary  including  the  boiling  of  the  water 
until  all  protective  works  were  carried  out. 

UNSOUND  FOOD 

The  following  foods  were  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption.  All  tins  are  punctured  and  removed  to  the  Council’s 
refuse  disposal  tips  and  buried.
